Brazil’s president traditionally makes the first 
speech, but Fernando Collor canceled last week 
because he is preparing to defend himself on 
corruption charges and faces impeachment.

During the session, which lasts until mid- 
December, the General Assembly is expected to 
consider the establishment of a revolving fund 
for peacekeeping, famine in Somalia and other 
African countries, and payments to a fund to 
protect the environment. 

The United States wants Yugoslavia expelled 
outright from the United Nations, but might 
settle for suspension as a compromise, diplo- 
mats said.

Soapbox to discuss 
religion grading

The long-debated issue of whether 
religion classes should be graded by 
letters or pass/fail will finally have 
an official forum. Next week, the 
Student Advisory Council will 
encourage debate on the issue by 
sponsoring a Soapbox and present- 
ing a tentative proposal for student 
review. 

SAC made plans to draft the ten- 
tative proposal during a Sept. 8 
meeting. Copies of the proposal will 
be at a booth on the Checkerboard 
Quad starting Sept. 21, and will be 
available throughout the week, 
said Keary Jensen, SAC associate 
vice-president. The special-issue 
Soapbox will begin at noon 
Monday. 

Alexandre Paul, co-chair for the 
religion class committee and SAC 
representative for international 
students, made the presentation 
before 40 SAC representatives and 
volunteers. 

“The presentation was received 
very favorably,” Jensen said. “The 
purpose of religion should be to 
develop a testimony and learn more 
about the gospel. Religion classes 
have become too academic. Let’s 
face it, if you are cramming for a 
test, you lose the spirit of the whole 
thing.” 

Several students’ concerns were 
expressed at the meeting. “Some 
worried that professors wouldn’t 
put as much effort into a pass/fail 
class. Others wondered how it 
would make BYU transcripts look 
to graduate schools or employers. 
And the question of how it would 
affect BYU’s accreditation also 
came up,” Jensen said. 

Robert L. Millet, dean of religious 
education, said the issue of chang- 
ing religion classes to pass/fail has 
come up several times during the 
10 years he has been at BYU. “We 


are in’the process of preparing a 
presentation for the faculty on the 
subject,” Millet said. The presenta- 
tion will be made in a few weeks, 
he said. 

Millet said the pass/fail issue is 
now being studied in more detail 
than in the past. He said they had 
also requested information on the 
pass/fail system from other univer- 
sities. 

Donald Q. Cannon, an associate 
dean of religious education, said, 
“The discussion of whether religion 
classes should be pass/fail has gone 
on for years and I am personally 
opposed to the proposal. 

“The quality of BYU students who 
study religion is usually higher 
than institute students. If students 
are competing for an “A, then they 
will put more effort into the class. 

“In theory (the pass/fail system) 
sounds good, but it doesn’t wash. If 
the study of the gospel is our main 
goal here, then we should place the 
appropriate emphasis on it,” 
Cannon said. 

In 1970, Cannon was teaching at 
the University of Maine when they 


«hanged all subjects to a pass/fail 


system. “It was a disaster. The 
result was that many students 
were doing just enough work to 
barely pass. Within two or three 
years they changed back to a letter 
grade system,” Cannon said. 

Cannon said he believes most of 
the religion faculty shares his view, 
but that he was only expressing his 
personal feelings, not the depart- 
ment’s. 

Jensen said SAC will incorporate 
student suggestions and concerns 
into another proposal. SAC will 
vote on the new proposal and if it 
passes, they will submit it to the 
religion department for review. 
“The direction it takes from there 
will depend on how they feel about 
it,” Jensen said.

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Consumers mistrust stagnant economy 


WASHINGTON — Retail sales fell by 0.5 percent in August, the poor- 
est showing since March, the government said Tuesday, but the stag- 
nant economy continued to keep a lid on prices with consumer inflation 
rising by a modest 0.3 percent last month. 

“It’s the same old story. The economy is dead in the water,” said Bruce 
Steinberg, an economist at Merrill Lynch in New York. 

In addition to the drop in retail sales, the government also reported 
that the country’s overall trade deficit tripled in the April-June quarter 
to $17.8 billion, the worst showing for the current account in 2 1/2 years. 

“We are seeing the effects of low consumer confidence and concerns 
about the job situation,” said Lynn Reaser, an economist at First 
Interstate Bancorp in Los Angeles. 

Americans’ average weekly earnings, after adjusting for inflation, did 
show an improvement, rising by 1.5 percent in August, but the gain fol- 
lowed declines in June and July. 

Since consumer spending accounts for two-thirds of total economic 
activity, the overall economy will not turn around until the consumer 
starts spending again. 


Crews winning war in Cedar Fort fire 


,, CEDAR, FORT _— — Firefighters were closing lines-around a 2,800- 

acre blaze southwest of Cedar Fort Tuesday, and expected to declare 
flames contained by nightfall. 

Bill Brooks, spokesman for the Interagency Fire Center in Salt Lake 
City, said fire managers forecast control of the blaze by 6 p.m. 
Wednesday. 

Ground crews were being assisted by a helicopter and an air tanker — 
used Monday to drop retardant on advancing flames — was on standby 
Tuesday. 

No serious injuries were reported, although the fire did consume a shed 
and kill a bull Monday, Brooks said. One firefighter was slightly injured 
when a rock rolled into his shoulder. 


More children in daycare, study shows 


WASHINGTON — Working parents are increasingly turning to day 
care centers, instead of relatives, to care for their preschool children, 
according to a U.S. Census Bureau report released Tuesday. 

In families in which both parents are employed, many parents work 
different shifts to take turns being at home, the report shows. 

In 1988, 26 percent of the 9.5 million children under the age of 5 with 
working mothers were cared for in organized child care facilities, com- 
pared with 13 percent in 1977, the report shows. 

The portion of preschool children with working mothers who were 
cared for in the home dropped from 34 percent to 28 percent during the 
same period. 

Only 8 percent of these children were cared for in their homes by 
extended families in 1988, compared with 12 percent in 1977. The por- 
tion cared for in relatives’ homes dropped from 18 percent to 13 percent 
over the time span. 


Bush bounces ahead in Utah state poll 


SALT LAKE CITY — President Bush may have lost his convention 
bounce in the national polls, but he’s built a wide lead over Democratic 
presidential challenger Bill Clinton in Utah. 

The copyright Deseret News KSL-TV poll, published Tuesday when the 
two candidates came to Utah to address the National Guard convention, 
shows Bush with a lead of 17 percentage points. 

After the Democratic National Convention in New York in July, 
Clinton had pulled to within 6 points of Bush in Utah, pollster Dan 
Jones & Associates revealed in a poll conducted July 27-28. 

Jones’ latest poll shows Bush with 48 percent support and Clinton with 
31 percent. Populist Party candidate Bo Gritz would have 8 percent, 3 
percent favored someone else and 10 percent didn’t know. 

Jones polled 1,503 Utahns. The survey has a margin for error of 3 per- 
cent. 1 

The reason Bush is doing so well here becomes clear in Jones’ demo- 
graphics. The president has 81 percent support among Republicans, only

If you are more in tune with the 
indoor relaxation scene, there are 
several concerts, plays, faculty and 
student recitals throughout the 
year in the HFAC. While concerts 
and plays vary in price, faculty 
and student recitals are generally 
free to the public. Free noon con- 
certs are given from the Carillon 
Bell Tower Monday through 
Friday. 

Movie-goers can find an assort- 
ment of different films throughout 
the semester on campus. The 
Department of Theatre and Film 
has started its Fall Semester film 
society, whose meetings take place 
in the Crabtree Technology 
Building. There are 12 classic 
films showing during the semester, 
each of which can be seen for 
$1.50. 

BYU also has an International 
Cinema, housed in the Spencer W. 
Kimball Tower, which shows for- 
eign films for $1. Those students 
that are enrolled in a foreign lan- 
guage, honors or humanities class, 
as well as faculty, are entitled to a 
free pass into these shows. 

The Varsity Theater in the 
Wilkinson Center shows films that 
have been-recently released at 
$1.50 for evening shows and $1 for 
Saturday matinees.

Viewing of exhibits 
is free to the public. 

One of the benefits of these activ- 
ities is that if you live close to cam- 
pus, you probably won’t need a car 
to do them. But if you’ve been on 
campus all week and you'd like a 
break away from the monotony of 
it all and you have access to a car, 
there are some relatively inexpen- 
sive things to do in the Provo area 
as well. 

If you like spelunking (cave 
exploration), located west of Utah 
Lake are the Nutty Putty Caves, 
which are inviting to anyone who 
likes to get muddy and explore the 
underground for free. 
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During the fall season, drives 
and picnics in the Provo Canyon, 
amidst the vast array of orange, 
red and gold hues are also a possi- 
bility. At nighttime during the 
first couple of months into fall, 
couples may dance up above Bridal 
Veil Falls to Top 40 music on 
Fridays and country music on 
Saturdays for $4 per person before

Free activities in this area include 
a petting zoo and hiking along the 
trails by the cascade falls. There 
are also picnic benches and camp- 
fire spots in the area that can be 
used at no charge. 

A night on the town in Provo 
could include a visit to Johnny B’s, 
a local comedy club. This will run 
you $5 per person each show. 
Performances are Thursdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays at varying 
times. Another option is dancing at 
The Palace for $4 per person. 

The point is that you don’t have 
to be a millionaire to have a good 
time in Provo. With a little creativ- 
ity, your dollars will stretch fur- 
ther than you might think.

‘Candidates keep ; 
their Guard up 


Utah was graced Tuesday with not one, but two, presidential hopefuls. 
President’ Bush flew in as the incumbent president of the United States; Bill 
Clinton came as the governor of Arkansas and a hopeful replacement to Bush. 

Both candidates, as well as the media, claimed the joint visits were for the 
National Guard Association of the United States. And it’s true they spoke to 


the group. 


Both candidates praised the role and the duties of the National Guard, as well 
they should have. Both stated their respective defense budgets would not dras- 
tically reduce the Guard’s effectiveness. Bush’s budget will decrease the Army 
National Guard from 431,000 to 383,000, while Clinton said his budget would 
fund 5 percent less money to defense than would Bush’s. 

But why were the candidates really here? They were concerned for the 
National Guard, that’s true. But they were more concerned with not dropping 


their own guards. 


Speaking before the Guard gave each of them the chance to speak before 5,000 
people, but it was more than that. Local stations carried the speeches live; 
national broadcasts led each news segment with the Bush/Clinton appearance. 

The appearance was just that — an appearance. It was not important what 
they said. In fact, neither said much out of the ordinary. But the candidates got 
air time, and that was the real issue at stake. 

Bush needed the Guard to prove he is not only worried about foreign concerns, 
but that he can be effective with the more grass-roots issues affecting the 
nation. The Guard strikes close to home for many Americans. 

Clinton needed the Guard too. He has been attacked for not having the neces- 
sary experience to lead the nation in defense. But he does have experience lead- 
ing the Arkansas National Guard, and Tuesday allowed him to show that off. 

So Utah got national attention for hosting the president of the United States 
and his opponent. That may be all it got from the visits.

Pree gives gsiohe 
to dealing with Germany 


France will vote Sunday on a political- 
economic treaty leading to the long-sought 
unity of European nations. 

Proponents of the treaty tell French citi- 
zens that rejection of the Maastrich Treaty 
would unleash Germany from the con- 
straints on its power that the treaty 
imposes. Opponents, on the other hand, 
say approval will lock France and other 
European nations into second-class rela- 
tionships with the dominant, now-unified 
economic German powerhouse. 

I am not an expert on European politics, 
but after visiting Germany this summer 
and driving on the German freeway sys- 
tem, the Autobahn, I sympathize with the 
French. That experience makes me think 
that France and other European countries 
are in a ‘difficult position, no matter which 
way the vote turns out. 


Lessons on the Autobahn 

Americans driving on the Autobahn for 
the first time find themselves caught up in 
a totally foreign social system based on 
wealth and raw power. A day or two on 
the Autobahn reveals some deep-seated 
German traditions and indicates some- 
thing about the over- 
whelming task of wrest-; 
ing concessions from: 
Germany for the good of 
United Europe. 

Automobile speeds on the Autobahn are 
limited only by horsepower; cars may trav- 
el at warp speed; and in traffic those trav- 
eling the left passing lane must exceed 100 
mph to survive. Trucks must conform to a 
posted speed limit. No vehicle may pass 
on the right. 

These basic rules establish an Autobahn 
caste system that reserves the left passing 
lane for owners of the $50,000-plus models 
built by Mercedes, BMW, Porsche and 
Audi — cars that cruise the fast lane. An 
occasional big French Citroen, a British 
Jaguar or an Italian Ferrari may show up 
in the left lane, but the big German cars 
own it. 

Venture into the passing lane with a 
mere $25,000-$40,000 rental car, and 
you'll be bullied back into your place by a 
Mercedes bearing down on you from 
behind with headlights flashing. 

Those who own the left lane don’t use 
their horns. They flash their headlights to 
signal, “You don’t belong here.” 

Drivers who don’t move over instantly 
get the one-foot-from-your-bumper tailgate 
treatment — with lights still flashing. It’s 
thoroughly intimidating. 

When the Autobahn has six lanes, three 
in each direction, trucks occupy the right 
lane and the super-fast, super-rich rule 
the left lane. 

Hapless East German Trabants and tiny 
British Minis are forced to hide among the 
trucks in the right lane to survive. 

In the center lane, commoners jockey for 


=

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position — Volkswagens, Fiats, small 
Citroens, German-built GM and Ford cars, 
and the under-$50,000 models built by 
Mercedes, BMW and Audi. 

When the Autobahn narrows to two 
lanes in each direction, the commoners 
push in among the trucks with the tiny 
and powerless. They dart only occasional- 
ly and cautiously into the passing lane — 
always making sure first that no superior 
car or driver is anywhere in sight. 


Power plays 

Automobiles today serve some of the 
functions once met by Europe’s castles and 
cathedrals. 

Most of the tourist attractions in Europe 
were once the ego trip of some local ruler, 
and tourist guide books make it clear that 
there was a lot of keeping up the with 
Kaisers. 

If a neighboring ruler had a castle with 
one tower, the local ruler had to build a 
castle with two. 

If a neighbor had a cathedral with a 
100-foot spire, the hometown prince had to 
build one with a 200-foot spire — and 
more gold leaf. 

Today’s powerful 
are not building castles 
and cathedrals — but 
SSS they are buying and dri- 
ving automobiles, and 
one’s car and driving habits make state- 
ments about power, position and democra- 
tic inclinations. 

Germany’s Autobahn system is set up to 
let those statements resound at unlimited 
speeds and to keep the less-worthy in their 
assigned lanes. It works beautifully, and 
those who ride in the really big, really fast 
cars love it. 

This reveals much about German tradi- 
tion, and, in my mind, it speaks volumes 
about the challenges facing the framers of 
European unity. 


An unwilling Germany 

The post-World War II German 
“Economic Wonder” will not willingly go 
and cannot easily be enticed into the eco- 
nomic center lane, let alone the right lane. 
The German economy rules the road, and 
those who control it seem, on the 
Autobahn anyway, to want their privi- 
leges. 

Although the German Federal Bank has 
lowered it s interest rates, it is difficult to 
imagine Germany trading its strong mark 
for some untested common European cur- 
rency or to willingly put itself at any 
sort of economic disadvantage for the good 
of the continent. 

If I were France or Italy or England, I 
would watch my rear-view mirror for a 
Mercedes with flashing headlights.

A special WAC committee, includ- 
ing BYU Athletic Director Glen 
Tuckett, is meeting in Denver this 
week, going over reports, proposals 
and status updates of conference 
realignment talk and the health of 
the league’s television revenue.

BYU head coach Roger Reid said,

ball area and the ability of BYU 
and the University of Utah to draw 
big crowds, the Delta Center is an 
excellent location for the tourna- 
ment.” 

The general feeling from the rest 
of the WAC is similar to Reid’s. The 
Delta Center is a neutral court 
where no team has a home court 
advantage. 

In addition, the basketball tour- 
nament will expand to a four-day, 
10-team format next March with 
the addition of Fresno State. 


- Fresno State was officially accepted 


as the WAC’s 10th member effec- 
tive July 1, 1992. 

Last year, the WAC’s last place 
team did not qualify for the tourna- 
ment.

Ferraro loses 
close race In 
N.Y. primaries

NEW YORK State 
Attorney General Robert 
Abrams rode a come-from- 
behind surge Tuesday to jeopar- 
dize Geraldine Ferraro’s politi- 
cal comeback bid in the brutal 
battle for the Democratic U.S. 
Senate nomination. 

With nearly all of the vote 
counted, Abrams held a thin 
lead and declared victory, but 
Ferraro refused to concede. 

Late polls had indicated there 
would be a cliffhanger between 
Ferraro, the former vice presi- 
dential candidate, and Abrams, 
a four-term attorney general. 
Also running for the chance to 
oppose Sen. Alfonse D’Amato in 
November were activist Al 
Sharpton and New York City 
Comptroller Elizabeth 
Holtzman, a former congress- 
woman. 

With 97 percent of the 
precincts reporting, Abrams had 
406,435 votes, or 37 percent; 
Ferraro had 396,106 votes, or 
36 percent; Sharpton had 
159,437 votes, or 14 percent; 
and Holtzman had 139,581 
votes; or 13 percent.

his experience as commander-in- 
chief of the Arkansas National 
Guard, which sent more than 2,200 
troops to the Gulf War, as evidence 
that he can command the nation’s 
military into a new era. Bush tried 
to convince the audience the Gulf 
War makes him more qualified 
than his opponent and voters must 
remember the power of the presi- 
dent to deploy the military when 
voting in November. 

“We must hold our presidents to 
the highest standards because they 
may be the one sending our sons 


and daughters to war and death’s 
door,” Bush said. Bush’s voice 
broke with emotion as he read a 
letter written by the mother of a 
soldier who died in the Gulf War. 
Sending the military into battle is 
the toughest job of the presidency, 
Bush said. 

Clinton said if he were elected, he 
would face head-on the responsibil- 
ities of commander-in-chief if the 
occasion were to arise. 

“IT do not relish the prospect (of 
deploying troops), but neither do I 
shrink from it,” he said. 

Clinton attacked Bush’s economic 


record toward the end of his 
speech. He said national security is 
not possible without economic secu- 
rity. Clinton also called on all 
Americans to unite to face the chal- 
lenges of the future. 

“The problem that faces our 
nation is not the size of our chal- 
lenges, but the dimensions of our 
disbelief,” Clinton said.

Elvis’ doctor 
surrenders 

prescription 
drug permit

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — The doctor 
acquitted of giving too many drugs 
to Elvis Presley temporarily sur- 
rendered his federal permit to 
write prescriptions Tuesday amid 
new allegations of professional 
abuse. 

Dr. George Nichopoulos, 64, is 
accused of writing too many pre- 
scriptions for two dozen patients. 
The Tennessee Board of Medical 
Examiners has scheduled a hearing 
Oct. 13 to decide if he should lose 
his medical license. 

“We’re alleging that he has 
addicted several patients and that 
he prescribed to addicts,” said Alan 
Foster, a medical board lawyer. 

Nichopoulos, who is accused of 
unprofessional conduct and mal- 
practice, denied the charges, filed 
in March by the medical board’s ° 
investigative staff. eB 

To win a delay in his hearing, he 
agreed to surrender his prescrip- 
tion-writing permit from the Drug 
Enforcement Administration, cov- 
ering such “controlled drugs” as 
narcotics, barbiturates and 
amphetamines. He had been sched- 
uled to go before the medical board 
Monday.
